where the world has stood still for 
more than a hundred years. Tangier 
Island Is five miles long and much less 
than a mile wide, bat more than 1,600 
people live on It 
There la only one 


street nine feet wide, without side- 
walks, and the houses are all built 
along this street with narrow canals of 
the deep water of the bay between 
each two bouses 
There Is only one 


church, presided over by a Methodist 
minister, and only one doctor, and 
there Is no cemetery, tbe dead of each 
family being burled In the yard. There 
la no newspaper, no jail, no lockup and 
no lawyers nor aoy need for them 
Everybody Is deeply religions, and pro- 
fanity Is punished with a One Imposed 
by the deacon of the church. 


The men go fishing and crabbing In 


sailboats early on Monday mornings 
and do not come home until Saturdays 
when they have marketed their sea 
harvests In towns on the mainland.
